Surrounded by the special police, who were 
in charge of Detectives Bryant and Picard, 
the men started to work. 
Immediately the strikers, 300 in number, 
assembled at the foot of the hill and threat- 
ened to attack the police. 


Vain Appeal for Peace. 

President Belanger of the union and a 
striker named Charrette walked up the hill 
and asked that they be allowed to speak on 
behalf of the men. Messrs. Mclaren. and 
Mayor Vallilee, superintendent of the works, 
shouted back in the affirmative. Belanger 
appealed and argted for ten minutes for the 
strikers, declaring that he and his men would 
resort to violence unless the moving of the 
logs was stopped, and finally asking Mr. Mc- 
Laren if he would not give in. 

Mayor Vallilee said, in reply, that the com- 
pany would never recognize the union, and 
that open shop would be declared after 6 
o'clock. Belanger and Charrette then re- 
turned to the foot of the hill, gathered to- 
gether the strikers, conferred, and then 
dashed up the hill, yelling and hurling stones. 


Police First to Fire. 
Belanger and Hamlin were in the lead. 


“The strikers had advanced about fifty yards 


when one of the police, believed to be De- 
tective Bryant, gave the order to fire. The 
police obeyed, crouching close to the ground, 
and apparently shooting to kill. 

Stones and sticks were the principal weap- 
ons of the strikers, but some of them had re- 
volvers and a few of them rifies. Stones and 
bullets flew thick for a few minutes. 

Belanger, at the head of his men, was one 
of the first to go down. One bullet struck the 
right eye and another on the chin. He died 
instantly. 

Theraulf was near Belanger, and flinging 
up his arms a few second later he was struck 
and also sank to the ground, a bullet in his 
heart. On seeing their leaders fall the strik- 
ers dashed over the dead and wounded, 
trampling them under their feet and shout- 
ing for vengeance. 


Police Compelied to Flee. 

The police stood their ground for a few 
minutes until Picard and Warner had fallen 
wounded and unconscious. Then Bryant, 
their leader, sank, wounded in the head,

Chief Kiernan was next to fall, and then the 


detectives turned and dashed for the woods. 
Twenty minutes after the firing a truce 


was declared; both the police and strikers 


began the task of caring for their dead and 


wounded. 
The presence of the soldiers had a quieting 
effect and there had been no further out- 


breaks up to midnight.

Little Bessie Gerady, Near Owos- 
so, Mich., Takes Poison. 


SAID SHE WANTED TO DIE. 


Girl Had Told Playmates She Intended | 


to Commit Suicide. 


Owoeso, Mich., Oct. 8.—[ Special. ]—Declar- 


ing she was tired of living, Bessie Gerady, 12 


years old, swallowed poison before twenty 
of. her classmates this forenoon and died in 
the schoolroom an hour later. 

The childs tragic death occurred in the 
Martin school in Ven{ce township, some miles 
from Owosso. 

The little girl, with a score of her play- 
mates, was standing at the pump in the 
school yard. She took a small bottle from her 
pocket, poured its contents into a tin cup 
partiy filled with water, and drank it, ex- 
claiming: . 

% There, I've taken poison. I am tired of 
living.”’ 

Dies in Schoolroom. 

Then she ran into the schoolroom, where 
she repeated her declaration to the teacher, 
Mise Beulah Wilcox. A moment later she 
was taken violently i. <A physician was 
summoned but all his efforts to save the lit- 
tle girl’s life were unavailing. In an hour 
she was dead. 

She was partly conscious during her con- 
vYulsions and resisted the doctor's efforts to 
save her life, repeating that she wanted to 
die. 

The poison was nux vomica, a drug used 
in proper doses as a medicine by her father 
for stomach trouble. The bottle, labeled 
„ poison,“ had been kept in a cupboard, and 
before starting for school the child had 
poured a quantity of the drug into a small 
perfumery bottle. 

No Light on Mystery. 

The mystery in the motive which impelled 
so bright and winsome a child to take her 
own life never wilt be solved. 

Her playmates ineist that several times 
before today Bessie had declared she would 
kill herself. Two little girls who were the 
most with her say that this is not the first 
time Bessie had said she was tired of life— 
that about a month ago she told them she 
was going to take poison and ki herself. 
Nothing of this ever came to the ears of her 
parents. 

One day last week, it is asserted, Bessie 
wrote a note to a druggist in OwUseo, W. B. 
Collins, asking him to send her some arsenic 
and to have it directed so that it would not 
go to her home for fear her parents would 
finé.out about it. Then, because she had 
no stamp and could not ask for one without 
revealing her secret to her parents, she read 
the note to her playmates and tore it in bits. 

Reads Morbid Love Stories? 


It is believed by some that the child had 
taken the idea of suicide from trashy love

Miss Wilcox, the teacher, refuses to belleve 
tnat the little girl knew that she was taking 
poison this morning, in spite of the child’s 
aseertion,- The teacher and some others in- 
cline to think that Bessie was the victim of 
the doping habit so prevalent with so 
many people. Bessie’s father had bought a 
spring medicine for her and her sister some 
weeks ago and the girls were in the habit 
of going to the bottle once in awhile. They 
were not sick, but felt somewhat “run 
down.” Then the little girl saw her father 
go to the nu vomica bottle occasionally, and 
the belief among certain ones is that she took 
medicine from the same bottle as her father 
did because she saw no dire results from his 
taking it and anticipated no bad resulta to 
herself. 

Mr. Gerady and his wife are heartbroken 
over Bessie’s death. She was the youngest of 
four children. Mr. Gerady is well to do and 
his children always have had more of the 
comforts and pleasures of life than usually 
tall to the lot of farmers’ boys and girls. 


PHONES FAIL IN LAKE FOREST.

A truck of truck company 26 of the city fire 
department was struck by a south bound 
Northwestern train at Estes and Ravens- 
wood Park avenues. Capt. Michael Ehret, 
2070 North Clark street, of the truck com- 
pany, was killed instantly, and Truckman 
Charles Flayhive, 872 Ravenswood Park ave- 
nue, is expected to die as the result 
of his injuries. 

The accident occurred at 5: 50 o’chock. The 
truck was being driven to 4 fire at Ridge 
avenue and Greenleaf street, Rogers Park. 
Gateman Joseph Brandt, being unable to see 
south bound trains from his post at the gate, 
because of standing freight cars, had to stand 
in the street with a lantern, and on this ac- 
count was unable to reach the gates in time 
time to lower them. a 


Meets Death in Crash. 

The truck entered Estes avenue a block 
west of North Clark street as the headlight 
of the train came around a curve four blocks 
north. Brandt swung his lantern, but the 
signal was not heeded either by the engineer 
or the driver of the truck. The train struck 
the truck at full speed. Two firemen stand. 
ing on the rear step Jumped and were unin- 
jured. The truck was demolished and both 
horses were killed. One was Jim, the oldest 
horse in the department. Ehret was taken out 
dead from the wreckage. Filayhive’s left 
leg was cut off and several ribs were broken.

Sudden Change in Trend. 
Just at this juncture, when everything 
‘looked blackest for the reform movement, 
there came a thunderbolt, from Harrisburg 
which startled the people of Pennsylvania 
out of their wits and which has so charged 
the political atmosphere with electricity 
that the whole situation has been completely 
changed and Emery’s election is now a mat- 
ter of probability and in the view of some 
people of certainty. Treasurer Berry, who 
found nothing wrong with the actual state 
finances themselves, dug into. the books, 
however, sufficiently. to disclose that the

FISHERIES MODUS VIVENDI IS 


People of St. Joins Back Press and 
Paipit in Denounéingg the Neu 
Agreement Between the Engli¢h 
and American Governments—Called 
a “Shameful Betrayal” and an 
“Unbridied Invasion of Colonial 
Right”—What li’s All About. 


St. Johns, N. F., Oct. 8.—Popular anger 
against the modus vivendi arranged by the 
United States and British governments re- 
lating to the Newfoundland herring fisheriee 
is gtowing. There is a general feeling that 
the compromisé arrived at was a backdown 
on the part of the British ministry. 

Archbishop Howley, the Roman Catholic 
primate, declares the modus vivendi & Shameé- 
ful betrayal of the colony’s interests. He 
urges an immediate calling of the legislature, 
spirited protests to the throrie, the dispatch 
of delegates to England and to Canada, and 
am appeal to all autonomous British colonies 
to join in resisting what he termed an un- 
bridled invasion of colonial rights.” 


Calis It Craven Policy. 

Today the Telegram, the premier’s organ, 
ascribes the modus vivendi to the vraven pol- 
icy of timid Downing street bureauerats and 
expresses the hopé that the Newfoundland 
government will show the spirit of determi- 
nation and teach little Englanders like Lord 
Elgin and Winston Churchill the same lesson 
that the colonists of Natal taught them when 
they tried to ride rough shod over thé col- 
ony a few months ago. 

The Herald prints a letter of Céngréeaman 
Gardner, who represented the American fish- 
ing interests at Washington, published last 
July, wherein Mr. Gardner is quoted as ad- 
mitting that American vessels have no right 
to ship Newfoundlanders in their crews. The 
paper then observés that in view of this let- 
tér the British government’s action in grant- 


ing such a concession is incomprehensible. 


, Cause of Uproar Explained. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. S8. The Newfound- 
land government is under the control of the 
merchant fishérmern of the island—those who 
buy, cure, and sell the fishing products- They 
oppose any Afméritan fishing rights, includ- 
ing those guaranteed by the treaty of 1818, 
and are dissatisfied with any arrangement 
that the British government makes to carry 
out the terms of that treaty. . 

The real flshermen of the island are not in 
harmony with the restrictions of the 
Newfoundland government, such as denying 
the privilege of selling bait and of allowing 
the fishermen to take employment on the 
American fishing vessels. The fishermen 
themselves desire these privileges, but it in- 
terferes with the plans of the merchant fish- 
ermen.

The Levine and Miller saloons are both 
“levee” resorts, situated in Twenty-second 
street, between State and Dearborn streets, 
where strict compHance with the 1 o'clock 
closing ordinance. means the loss of some 
business. The mayor announcéd, however, the 
ordinance would be enforced as strictly in this 
district as any other part of the city, and this 
means trouble on “ the levee.” 


Mayor Makes a Statement. 
„Whenever it is shown,” said he, that a 
galoonkeeper is deliberately defying the 1 
o’clock ordinance his license will be revoked, 
as was done in these two cases. The ordi- 
nance must be obeyed.” 

As to the Wymian revocation the mayor re- 
marked: The evidence is that Wyman, a 
man receiving privileges from the city, has 
deliberately absented himself to avoid having 
to testify in a case in which the city was in- 
terested. 

In his report on the Wyman case Chief Col- 
Uns said that on Aug. 25 Wyman had made a 
material affidavit to him regarding the 
charges against Inspector Lavin. The next 
day Wyman disappeared and has not been 
heard of since.
